How  to  Plant  and  Care  for  Shrubs 


Planting  Flowering  Shrubs 

When  planting  out  shrubs,  dig  your  holes  large  enough 
to  allow  the  entire  root  system  to  be  placed  in  the  hole 
without  bending  the  roots.  Square  holes  are  better  than 
round  holes. 

Be  sure  to  pack  the  earth  tightly  about  the  roots  and 
when  the  hole  is  half  filled  with  earth,  fill  the  remainder 
with  water  and  allow  it  to  settle  before  filling  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  the  hole  with  earth.  This  will  also  help  to 
settle  the  earth  about  the  roots,  which  is  vitally  im¬ 
portant  to  the  success  in  transplanting  all  growing 
things.  The  proper  spacing  of  the  shrubs  naturally  de¬ 
pends  on  its  ultimate  growth.  The  following  table  will 
guide  you  : 

Plant  varieties  growing: 

3  to  4  feet  in  height  to  3  feet  apart 

4  to  6  feet  in  height  3  to  3J^  feet  apart 

6  to  8  feet  in  height  3J^  to  4  feet  apart 

8  to  10  feet  in  height  4  to  4^  feet  apart 

You  will  find  the  ultimate  height  of  each  variety  given 
in  the  description  of  the  shrub. 


The  above  illustration  shows  the  proper  arrangement 
for  shrubs  set  in  a  double  row.  The  shrubs  should  be 
staggered  as  indicated. 

Pruning  Flowering  Shrubs 

While  shrubs  do  not  need  severe  pruning,  too  many 
people  neglect  their  shrubs  in  this  respect  and  therefore 
do  not  get  their  full  beauty.  Annual  pruning  will  make 
your  shrubs  flower  better  and  become  more  bushy.  Each 
year  the  tops  should  be  cut  back  at  least  6  to  12  inches. 
Never  cut  the  tops  straight  across.  Cut  back  the  tops 
to  give  a  semi-circle  appearance.  This  means  that  the 
outer  top  branches  should  be  cut  back  farther  than  the 
center  ones.  Annual  pruning  forces  out  new  growth  and 
more  flowers.  To  keep  shrubs  at  any  desired  height, 
prune  back  farther.  It  will  not  harm  your  shrubs. 


Illustration  A  shows  shrubs  as  received.  Illustration 
B  shows  the  shrubs  properly  pruned,  ready  for  planting. 

Proper  Time  to  Prune 

We  believe  that  this  important  knowledge  is  responsi¬ 
ble  for  people  neglecting  their  shrubs  because  if  pruning 
is  not  done  at  the  proper  time  the  shrubs  will  not  bloom. 
With  rare  exceptions  shrubs  thht  bloom  before  July  1st 
the  flowers  come  on  the  last  season’s  growth.  Shrubs 
that  bloom  after  July  ^  1st  the  flowers  come  on  the 
new  growth  made  early  in  the  same  season.  Therefore, 
prune  as  follows: 

Shrubs  flowering  before  July  1st  prune  immediately 
after  flowering. 

Shrubs  flowering  after  July  1st  prune  in  late  fall  or 
early  spring. 

Most  shrubs  having  berries  in  the  fall  flower  after 
July  1st.  If  berry-laden  shrubs  flower  before  this  date 
they  should  be  pruned  in  late  fall  or  early  spring. 

Note;  Lilacs  do  not  require  pruning  other  than  cutting 
off  the  seeds  left  after  flowers  have  gone.  This  is  par¬ 
ticularly  true  with  French  varieties.  Common  varieties 
will  stand  additional  pruning  if  desired  to  curtail  growth. 

You  will  not  harm  the  bushes  by  cutting  the  flowers 
when  in  bloom.  Never  break  the  stems  of  the  flowers, 
cut  them  with  knife  or  shears.

How  to  Plant  and  Care  For  Perennials 


Planting  Perennials 

Quite  contrary  to  other  growing  things,  the  root  sys¬ 
tems  of  perennials  should  not  be  spread  out.  Before 
setting  the  plants  the  ground  should  be  spaded  thor¬ 
oughly  and  all  hard  lumps  of  earth  well  broken  up.  Use 
a  garden  trowel  or  pointed  round  broom  handle  for 
making  holes.  These  should  be  made  to  look  like  the 
inside  of  an  ice  cream  cone.  Each  hole  should  be  made 
just  deep  and  wide  enough  to  take  the  roots  of  the  par¬ 
ticular  variety  you  are  planting  so  that  the  head  or 
crown  will  come  about  one  inch  below  the  ground  sur¬ 
face  to  form  a  water  pocket.  Dip  the  roots  of  the  plants 
in  a  pail  of  water  (never  let  the  crown  or  head  become 
wet).  As  you  lift  the  plant  the  roots  will  mat  together 
and  taper  to  a  point,  all  ready  to  fit  the  cone-shaped 
hole  already  prepared.  Place  the  plant  in  the  hole  just 
as  it  is  taken  from  the  water.  Then  press  the  earth 
tightly  about  the  roots,  pressing  down  and  in  towards 
the  roots  at  the  same  time.  Soak  each  plant  thoroughly 
with  water  after  planted.  This  will  help  pack  the  earth 
tightly  about  the  roots,  which  is  very  important.  Later, 
after  the  earth  dries  out  again,  press  the  earth  about  the 
plants.  Never  water  or  plant  perennials  during  the  sunny 
part  of  the  day,  any  time  after  4:00  P.M.  is  all  right. 


Water  your  perennials  frequently  during  dry  spells. 
Never  put  any  kind  of  fertilizer  in  the  hole  when  plant¬ 
ing  any  growing  things.  This  should  be  applied  sparing¬ 
ly  on  the  ground  surface  only. 

Pruning  Perennials 

Perennials  require  no  pruning.  Cut  your  flowers  freely 
during  blooming  and  enjoy  their  beauty  in  your  home 
as  well  as  in  your  garden.  Cutting  the  flowers  develops 
your  plants  and  brings  more  blooms.  If  the  flowers  go 
to  seed  during  blooming  periods,  cut  them  off  and  more 
flowers  will  follow. 

Winter  Protection  for  Perennials 

It  is  advisable  to  protect  your  plants  during  winter. 
This  requires  very  little  work  and  your  plants  will  re¬ 
ward  you  with  more  flowers  the  next  season.  After  the 
ground  has  become  permanently  frozen  cover  your 
plants  with  leaves,  straw  or  other  handy  litter.  Lay 
light  pieces  of  wood  or  tree  limbs  over  the  covering  to 
keep  same  from  blowing  away.  This  covering  should 
not  be  removed  until  all  danger  of  freezing  or  frost  is 
past  in  the  spring.

The  numbers  on  the  plan 
correspond  to  those  in  the  plant¬ 
ing  list,  which  makes  it  easy  for 
you  to  properly  locate^  ^  your 
plants. 


How  to  Build  Your  Rock  Garden 

After  selecting  the  location,  dig  out  the  earth  to  a 
depth  of  12  inches,  fill  the  excavation  half  full  of  gravel, 
small  stones  or  cinders  to  ensure  proper  drainage.  A 
rock  garden  should  never  be  square  or  flat.  Oval,  kidney 
and  crescent  outlines  or  inverted  curves  give  the  most 
pleasing  effects.  The  center  should  always  be  raised  if 
placed  in  the  open  on  a  flat  ground  surface.  It  is  desir¬ 
able  to  have  a  background  if  possible,  afforded  by  a 
planting  of  shrubs  or  evergreens,  and  in  this  case  the 
back  portion  should  be  raised  as  illustrated  in  the  cross 
section  plan.

How  to  Plant  and  Care  for  Your  Roses 

Even  before  the  introduction  of  our  lovely  Hybrid  Teas,  that  bloom  from  early  spring  until 
late  fall,  roses  were  considered  the  Queen  of  all  garden  flowers. 


Planting  Roses 

Roses  should  be  planted  2  to  2)4,  feet  apart  so  that 
each  bush  is  afforded  plenty  of  nourishment  and  culti¬ 
vation  made  easy.  They  should  be  planted  fairly  deep 
in  the  ground  so  that  the  earth  level  is  at  least  2  inches 
above  where  the  branches  first  start  out  from  the  main 
trunk  of  the  root  system. 

Pruning  Roses 

Green’s  roses  come  to  you  properly  pruned  for  trans¬ 
planting  and  no  further  pruning  is  necessary  the  first 
year.  For  best  results  your  roses  should  be  pruned 
annually.  Proper  pruning  of  roses  is  very  simple.  Red 
and  pink  roses  require  more  severe  pruning  than  the 
yellow  and  white  varieties  because  they  make  more 
wood  growth.  Cut  back  your  roses  early  each  spring 
after  all  danger  of  freezing  is  past.  A  bush  properly 
pruned  should  have  four  or  five  good  healthy  branches, 
each  branch  having  five  or  six  leaf  buds.  Pruned  in  this 
manner  your  bushes  will  be  about  8  to  10  inches  from 
the  ground  level.  Yellow  and  white  varieties  should 
have  six  to  eight  leaf  buds  and  be  12  to  14  inches  high. 
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Cultivation  of  Roses 

The  ground  surface  about  your  roses  should  be  kept 
loosened  and  never  allowed  to  crust  over.  By  hoeing 
your  roses  following  each  rain,  after  the  ground  is 
workable,  should  be  sufficient.  While  roses  require 
moisture  they  should  never  be  planted  in  low  areas  on 
your  grounds  where  water  is  apt  to  settle  and  remain 
for  some  time.  If  any  prolonged  droughts  are  experi¬ 
enced  during  the  summer,  water  your  roses  thoroughly 
twice  a  week  and  keep  the  surface  soil  loosened. 

Winter  Protection  of  Roses 

While  Green’s  roses  are  of  the  most  hardy  varieties 
suitable  for  northern  winters,  we  recommend  that  they 
be  protected  each  winter.  It  is  not  the  zero  weather 
that  causes  roses  to  winter  kill  but  rather  the  freezing 
and  thawing  experienced  in  the  early  spring.  By  hilling 
the  earth  up  on  each  bush  to  a  height  of  six  or  eight 
inches  in  late  November  each  fall  should  afford  ample 
protection.  A  further  protection  is  that  of  covering 
your  rose  beds  with  leaves,  strawy  manure  or  other 
handy  litter,  after  hilling  up  as  outlined  above.  Im¬ 
portant.  This  covering  should  never  be  applied  until 
after  the  ground  has  become  thoroughly  frozen  and 
crusted  over.  It  should  not  be  removed  until  all  danger 
of  freezing  is  past  in  the  spring.

How  to  Plant  Evergreens 

All  of  our  evergreens  come  with  the  roots  balled  in 
earth.  First,  place  the  evergreens  in  the  locations  they 
are  to  be  planted,  then  dig  the  holes  a  foot  larger  and 
slightly  deeper  than  the  ball  of  earth  surrounding  the 
root  systems.  Place  some  good  top  soil  in  the  hole,  then 
place  the  tree  in  the  hole.  Do  not  remove  burlap  as  it 
disturbs  the  soil  about  the  roots.  It  is  only  necessary  to 
roll  it  back  or  cut  it  away  from  the  top  as  the  remainder 
will  soon  rot  away.  Fill  the  hole  two-thirds  full  of  earth 
and  stamp  down  firmly.  Then  fill  the  remainder  of  the 
hole  with  water  and  allov/  this  to  settle,  after  which  fill 
up  the  hole  with  soil  and  pack  firmly.  Water  frequently 
during  the  first  week  or  ten  days  but  do  not  allow  water 
to  get  on  the  tops. 


Riiododemdroiis — (Broad “-Leaved  Evergreens) 

Rhododendrons  should  be  planted  in  shady  locations  where  they  are  protected  from 
the  sun  and  strong  winds.  Although  most  effective  when  planted  in  masses,  smaller 
groups  add  greatly  to  the  beauty  of  one’s  grounds  tucked  in  corners  about  the  house  or  lawn.

How  to  Plant  and  Care  for  Rhododendrons 
The  soil  in  which  Rhododendrons  are  to  be  grown  is  a 
most  important  factor  in  their  successful  culture.  A 
light  garden  loam  is  best,  but  if  clay  soil  must  be  used, 
lighten  it  with  sand,  leaf-mold,  decayed  sod,  or  surface 
soil  that  has  been  heavily  manured  the  previous  year — • 
all  are  good. 


Make  the  Rhododendron  beds  at  least  23^  feet  deep, 
mixing  the  soil  with  decomposed  cow-manure  or  leaf- 
mold,  and  then  place  your  plants  in  groups  in  the  most 
effective  manner.  All  plants  should  be  thoroughly 
soaked  in  water  previous  to  planting.  A  mulch  of  about 
4  inches  of  leaves  or  well-rotted  manure  (never  fresh 
manure)  will  help  conserve  the  moisture  which  is  so 
necessary  to  successful  Rhododendron  culture.  Allow 
weeds  to  grow  until  they  are  large  enough  to  be  pulled 
by  hand — never  hoe  the  soil  about  the  plants  as  the 
roots  are  near  the  surface.  In  the  fall,  after  the  ground 
has  been  slightly  frozen,  mulch  the  soil  between  the 
plants  to  a  depth  of  8  inches  with  leaves.  This  will  pro¬ 
tect  the  roots  from  the  most  severe  frosts,  and  after  a 
time  the  leaves  will  begin  to  decay  and  form  leaf-mold — ■ 
the  best  fertilizer  for  Rhododendrons.

Northern  Spy.  An  old-time  favorite  with  a  distinct 
flavor  that  appeals  to  those  who  like  a  brisk,  spicy 
apple  that  is  not  actually  sour.

The  concensus  of  opinion  is  that  McIntosh  has  been 
overplanted  and  that  there  will  be  a  surplus  of  these 
apples  in  the  near  future,  which  will  reduce  the  market 
price.  This  condition  will  place  a  premium  on  Cortland 
because  its  season  is  two  weeks  later  than  McIntosh  and 
will  come  out  of  storage  in  fine  condition  in  the  spring. 
Records  for  years  past  prove  conclusively  that  apples 
bring  higher  prices  in  the  spring  than  during  the  fall 
season. 

We,  and  other  authorities,  recommend  planting  Cort¬ 
land  in  the  following  fruit  sections:  New  England,  New 
York,  Northern  Ohio,  Northern  Illinois,  Michigan, 
Wisconsin  and  Pennsylvania.

Planting  and  Care  of  Asparagus 


The  best  soil  for  an  asparagus  bed  is  a  light  loam  or 
well-drained  muck,  but  rather  heavy  soil  will  produce  a 
paying  crop  if  the  top  is  worked  with  hoe,  rake  or  harrow 
in  the  early  spring.  In  even  the  smallest  garden,  a  few 
square  feet  of  ground  should  be  devoted  to  asparagus. 
In  the  family  garden,  the  roots  should  be  set  from  one 
to  two  feet  apart  in  rows  three  feet  apart.  They  should 
be  placed  in  furrows  six  or  eight  inches  deep,  but  cov¬ 
ered  with  only  about  two  inches  of  soil  at  time  of  plant¬ 
ing,  the  remainder  of  the  trench  being  filled  in  by  degrees 
as  the  plants  increase  in  height. 

Asparagus  is  rightfully  called  the  “vegetable  aristo¬ 
crat.”  No  vegetable  that  we  know  of  has  its  rich,  refined 
delicious  flavor.  You  never  will  really  know  how  deli¬ 
cious  this  vegetable  can  be  until  you  go  out  into  your 
own  patch  and  within  a  short  time  after  cutting,  dish 
out  the  long,  big  stalks  of  this  vegetable  delicacy.

In  the  fall 
when  the  tops  are  mature,  they  should  be  cut,  hauled 
off"  and  burned.
